Reddy stated that while he desired that 
these nominations should not be con- 
firmed until a thorough examination of 
the charges against these gentlemen 
was had, still he was free to confess 
that he did not believe the charges were 
true. This settied it, and the Gover

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An Independent Normal. 


The State Assembly Committee on 
Education visited the State Normai 
School at San Jose, Friday, and in 
their conference with the trustees dis- 
cussed several points of prominent 
interest to Los Angeles. As reported by 
Prof. Allen, the number of graduates 
averages about 120 annually, of whom 
only eight per cent. are men. Nearly 
all the yearly graduates step at once 
into positions as teachers, and of the 
whole number graduated by the schoo! 
sinee its establishment, fully sixty per 
bent. are now thus employed, a showing 
such as no similar institution in this 
vountry, and perhaps none in the world, 

Lan equal. Most of this large number 
of teachers are employed in California, 

whereby the State secures the full bene- 
fit of its fine Normal system. 

Mr. Jordan, of the Committee, brought 

5 up the matter of making the Los An- 
geiles branch an independent institution, 

with @ separate Board of Trustees. He 
stated that the people of Los Angeles 
were not pleased with the present ar- 
rangement, and thought their school 
would thrive much better if made inde- 
pendent. In response to Mr. Jordan's 
suggestions, the Trustees were unani- 
mous ip approval of the plan to place 
the Los Angeles school upon the same 
footing as that at San Jose, Prof. Allen 
thought the Los Angeles school should 
have a separate Board of Trustees, pro- 
vided it would work in harmony with the 
San Jose Board, thus securing a uniform 
system throughout the State. He was 
averse to any change in the curriculum 
ef the Los Angeles school, as such 
ehange would result in a diversity of 
educational standards in the Stata and a 
variance of qualifications among 
‘teachers. In his opinion the best so- 
lution of the problem would probably 
be the establishment of an independ- 
ent school at Los Angeles, while the 
course of study should be determined 
by a joint Board of Trustees of the two 
schools. He also favored a plan to in- 
crease the number of Trustees from five 
to seven, giving Los Angeles the ap- 
pointment of the added two. 

Mr. Jordan stated that the views of 
the Assembly Committee were substan- 
tially in full accord with those of the 
Trustees. He thonght that the Los An- 
geles school should be more than a 
branch; and that it should either have 


- entirely separate Board of Trustees, 
— r the two extra representatives sug- 


vested vy Prof. Allen; and that in the 
latter case the State should make an 
appropriation for the traveling expenses 
of the Los Angeles delegation, who are 
at present obliged to foot that bill from 
their own pockets. 
The sense of the conference in rela- 
tion to the pressure fora third Normal 
School at Red Bluff, in the northern 
part of the State, was that the move- 
ment in that diregtion is a little prema- 
ture—it being better first to perfect the 
two institutions already so far advanced. 
We are pleased to be able to put on 
record these favorable views; and, 
though it is true that Senator 
Del Valle has been  tempora- 
rily defeated in his effort to 
secure a change by which the Los An- 
~geies Branch Normal may have separ- 
1 trustees, appointed here, yet, with 
/the favorable feeling existing, it is still 
entirely within the range of possibility 
—4 n measure, if reintroduced, may 
ed. 


PERSONAL EXPLANATIONS, 

Yesterday was a day of personal ex- 
planations in the Senate. After the 
reading of the journal, Senator Cox 
arose with a copy of the San Francisco 
Alta in his hand and read an article 
quoting something that he was alleged 
to have said at one of the joint meetings 
of the Irrigation Committees last week. 
The article declared that the Senator’s 
statement in regard to the loss of 5000 
cattle by flood last year was 
false, and the Senator explained that he 
did not say last year, but he did say 
that in the year 1877 Cox & Clarke lost 
5000 head of cattle inthat manner. The 
newspaper men in front of the Presi- 
dent’s desk accepted Senator Coz's 
apology, and he subsided.

Senator Cross arose to a personal ex- 
planation in regard to am editorial in 
Monday’s Chronicle, headed Why 
Stand Ye Here Idle?“ which reflected

But he should remember that all 
Normal school graduates do not make 
successful teachers,and that even being a 
successful teacher does not always make 
an educator. It is true educator and 
teacher are, according to the dictionary, 
synonymous terms, but at the same 
time educator in its broadest sense is a 
term that is only applied in a general 
way to a man who has devoted the best 
years of his life to the cause of educa- 
tion. Therefore the self-assertive Oross 
is a little off his base. It is highly 
probable, however, that in his case a

ASSEMBLY COMMITTEE CLERES. 

The House met at 1:30 Monday, and 
things moved slowly for a couple of 
hours, until just before adjouroment, 
when Daley of San Francisco offered a 
resolution appointing an Assistant En- 
rolling Clerk. This proved to be a fire- 
brand, and the resolution was voted 
down. Immediately McGlashan arose 
and offered a resolution discharging all 
clerks of eommittees before whom there 
are no bills or other business pending. 
This resolution occasioned much debate, 
and in adopting it the House showed its 
weakness. Just three weeks ago, when 
the proposition to appoint these clerks 
was before the House, Mr. McJunkin, 
of San Francisco, moved to strike out 
the clause in the committee's report 
allowing the San Francisco delegation 
a clerk. This gave every member a 
chance to put himself on record, and a 
comparison of the names of those who 
voted to allow the clerk with the names 
of those who yesterday were struck with 
a sudden fit of reform will prove inter- 
esting. Every man who voted to allow 
this clerk to the San Francisco dele- 
gation knew that he was voting so much 
money out of the State Treasury for the 
purpose of providing a sinecure tor agen- 
tleman who failed to secure the caucus 
— ion for Sergeant-at~Arms of the

McJunkin’s mo- 
tion was lost by a vote of 45 to 32, while 
yesterday MeGlashan's resolution WAS 
adopted by a vote of 56 to 11.

_ ‘Tue rumor of a purpose on the part 
‘of the Southern Pacific to build a rail- 
way from Newhall to San Buenaventura, 
and so on up the coast, has been re- 
vived in Ventura county, whichis as 
deeply interested in such an improve- 
ment as any other coast county.

A road along the coast would be the 
most popular un the Pacificslops.

~. There is no doubt of the fact. As be- 
tween the hot, dusty aud dreary interior 
route—a routé that is to all intents and 
purposes a route for much of its 
length—and the attractive coast route, 
with its noble scenery, smiling fields 
and comforte>ie airs, laden with the 
saline breath of the sea, there is no com- 
parison. With a chance to choose on 
equal terms, not one passenger out of 
twenty, knowing the two routes, would 
deliberately prefer the interior to the 
eoast route. 

There does not, however, appear to 
be anything tangible, so far as we can 
learn, in the rumor that the Southern 

Pacific is moving in the direction 
indicated. Our information is to 
the effect that a local company,

There are now five firms in 
this city known to be engaged in the 
coloring of tea after importation, using 
the material.described. The coloring en- 
hances the value among ignorant pur- 
chasers, who want the tea they buy to be 
of the pale-green shade, always indicative 
of adulteration. This treatment cannot 
be prevented by the United States au- 
thorities, though under our State laws 
the sale can and should be prohibited by 
the Board of Health.“
